Tke Gnnth and Age of Caul

In tbe discnosion which has been
gxing on for some time with respect
to tbe probable age of tho world no
reference appears to have been made
as to the age of coal although from
a geologists point of view one would
think that there was an important
and interesting relationship between
the two The theory that coal was
forined by driftwood carried down
by currents of streams and rivers
and embeddvd in estuaries have long
been given up and there are now
scarcely two opinions as to how it
wai prtducod Thero is indeod no
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coal is composod grew in the places
whrre tho coal is now met wtb and
that it was tbo result of fecompotnkf
vegetable matter at a time whon
vegetation was in a stale of luiuri
anco which hos nover since been
approached Tnis riil be inferred
from tbo estimate made by some of
tho ablest geologists that it must
havo taken at least i tonB of vego
table matter te form 1 ton of coal so
that according to this view we must
now dig np at tbo rate of 960000000
tons of vegotabld matter annually
Tho strata that run betweon the
seams nf coal also show plainly that
there roust havo boon an enormous
subsidence of tho bed of the sea at
different times during tho growth of
the carboniferous period the scams
being several thousand feet in thick-
ness

But the coal itself was of very
slow growth indeed slower than
many persons probably have any con
ception of Mr Maclaren who per¬

haps more than any other devoted
time and research to tho subject
arrived at tbe conclusion that it re-

quired

1000 years at least to fofm a
bed of coal 1 yard in thickness
This would give a vast number of
years to bo counted only by thous
ands fur the formation of some of

than this it would have occupied
at least 610000 years to produce tbo
South Wales coal field Prof Phil
lips in bis Lite on the Earth as¬

sumes that the carbonaceous por ¬

tions of the South Wales coal field
were stored up at tbe rate of 1 inch
u every 1272 years These figures
will not only givo some idea of tbe
growth of the coal but may also be
of bomo little use to those gentlemen
who aro disputing as to tbe age of
tbe world seeing that the formation
of coal mnsl ovideutly have some ¬

thing to do in estimating such an
abstruse mattei tho surroundings of
which must be so highly speculative
